NO MEXICAN FORCE 
CLOSES ON REBELS 


Gomez Has Joined With 
Almada to Oppose 
the Regulars. 


REVOLTS IN 9 STATES 
REPORTED ON BORDER 


Several Killed in Street Riot 
in Capital, Nogales Hears; 
Agrarians May Arm. 


Mexico City, Oct. 5 (A.P.).—Two fed- 
eral columns, which are pursuing the 
two rebel force: under Gen. Arnulfo 
Gomez and Gen. Almada in the state 
of Vera Cruz, are very close to the 
enemy, Gen. Alvarez, chief of the presi- 
dential staf’, announced in a state- 
ment this evening. A battie between 
the federals and rebels was expected 
soon. 

Gomez and Almada have succeeded 
in uniting their forces, Gen. Alvarez 
added, and are near a small town called 
Triunfo, not far from Perote. Two 
federal, forces under Gens, Escobar and 
Aguirre are effecting movements in- 
tended to surround the rebels. 

Gen. Alvarez declared that complete 
tranquillity continued to prevail every- 
where else in the republic and that 
there was no rebel activity except on 
the part of these two groups. 


Statement by Calles’ Office. 


President Calles’ office tonight issued 
a resume of events of the military rev- 
olution, for the purpose of giving to 
the press “the true situation in the 
country.” 

With reference to Gen. Gomez, can- 
didate for the presidency, the state- 
ment says that from some point on 
the Interoceanic Railway he dispatched 
an engine to be placed at the disposal 
of Gen. Almada. The engine, in charge 
of a major, was intercepted by the 
loyal forces of Gen, Aguirre, chief of 
military operations in Vera Cruz state, 
and the major was executed at Perote. 

(A report to the Mexican consulate 
general in New York announced the 
capture and execution of Gomez.) 


Hopes for End of Revolt Today. 


President Calles expresses’ ttie hope 
that within 24 hours the rebellion will 
have been suffocated. 

Those rebels headed by Almada, orig- 
inally moving toward Texcoco, are now 
proceeding toward Vera Cruz on sev- 
eral trains of the Interoceanic Railway. 
Before entraining, the statement says, 
they abandoned 24 cannon, which they 
had brought from Mexico City, and 
which were taken back there. 

It is asserted that Almada’s forces 
are bottled up on the Interoceanic 
Railway and that Gen. Aguirre’s troops 
are closing in on them from Perote, 
while Gen. Escobar is advancing from 
the opposite direction. 

Official announcement is made that, 
although there was a revolt in the 
state of Chiapas last Saturday, it was 
put down by loyal forces, who killed 
Gen. Luis Vidal, brother of Carlos 
Vidal, who was executed with Gen. 
Serrano. All the deputies, followers of 
either Serrano or Gomez, the state- 
ment adds, have been expelled from 
the chamber.

FRENGH DUTY INCREASED 
BY TREASURY HEAD HERE 


Lowman Defends His Action 
“Reciprocity Policy” 
of Government. 


EFFECT IN PARIS FEARED 


Without the knowledge of the State 
Department and in the heat of the 
present tariff dispute with France, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury Sey- 
mour Lowman, in charge of customs, 
yesterday dispatched an order to the 
collectors of customs to raise duties on 
certain French exports to this country 
and the lowering of the duties on cer- 
tain German ones. 

This action was taken under the 
“countervailing” clause of the 1922 
tariff act applying to some seven com- 
modities, and according to Lowman, it 
was a routine matter which prompted 
the sending of the new French and 
German rates in so far as they affect 
these goods. He said every two or three 
months similar instructions were sent 
out. 

“The American policy,” Mr. Lowman 
said, “is one of reciprocity. That’s our 
policy. They go up; we go up. They 
go down; we go down.” 

This:order is to gO into effect at once, 
Lowman said, and will affect the im- 
portation from France of automobile 
parts, bicycle parts, other hardware, ce- 
ment, vulcanized fibers and certain 
chemical products. The rates are to 
be lowered on cycle parts and cements 
coming from Germany. Lowden said 
no estimate would be possible at pres- 
ent on the difference which this might 
make in either customs receipts or trade 
conditions. 

State Department officials, when ap- 
praised of Lowman’s action, were com- 
pletely surprised. In particular were 
they astounded that Lowman should 
declare that reciprocity was the Ameri- 
can policy when it has been the State 
Department’s contention from the be- 
ginning thate this Government could 
never entertain even a discussion of 
reciprocity, that the American policy 
had always avoided reciprocity and 
that the American desire was for the 
most-favored-nation treatment. 

It was feared at the State Depart- 
ment that Lowman’s action might have 
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Gunpowder Packed 
Into Car’s Cylinders 


North Adams, Mass., Oct. 5 (A.P.).—

Republican leaders gathered here at 
the call of former Senator W. M. But- 
ler, chairman of the national commit- 
tee, have given the Democratic nomi- 
nation.to Smith and they got down to

In some of their figuring they were 
so generous as to elect him with a high 
mark of 287 votes. But this caused 
cold shivers to race up and down their 
Republican spines and they blue-pen- 
ciled him down to 199. Even this cal- 
culation gave them no appetite. 

Figure as they might, they could not 
figure the governor out of his own 
State, with its 45 votes, without Cool- 
idge in opposition. There are a lot of 
committeemen at the gathering run- 
ning around boosting their favorite 
candidate, Hoover, Dawes or Lowden. 
There was quite a serious shaft de- 
signed to draw Dawes into the open. 
These men are confident it is a Re- 
publican year and the only things they 
have to worry about are sectional and 
local advantages. 

But the stalwarts of the meeting. 
such as Mr. Butler, Charles D. Hilles, 
of New York; David Mulvane, of Kan- 
sas; Joseph B. Kealing, of Indiana, and 
C. Bascom Slemp, of Virginia—they 
have given themselves up to serious 
thoughts—and figures. 


Hughes Found Wanting, 


They “have scrutinized Hughes, put 
on the block by Mr. Hilles and found 
wanting. Only Coolidge, in their opin- 
ion, can carry New York State and 
they are not so certain about him. The 
draft maneuver falling, they will simply 
nave to do without that State. That is 
their feeling now. 

Of significance, is the fact that their 
closest calculations gave Smith the two 
Southern border States, Kentucky. and 
Tennessee, and they were rather in- 
clined to give him Connecticut. Giving 
Smith the two border States is more 
generous to the New York governor than 
his enemies in his own party. As -a 
matter of fact, they are circulating now 
the report that he can not carry these 
States as evidence that he can not win. 

Apropos of the discussion as to 
whether Smith could hold the solid 
South with its 114 votes, it is signifi- 
cant, too, that the Republican stal- 
warts have no doubt on that score,

BELIEVED OFF CAPE ROCA 


Lisbon, Oct. 5 (A.P.).—-The Junkers 
plane D-1230 is reported floating off 
Cape Roca, north of Lisbon, and a pilot 
boat has gone to the rescue, 

The D-1230 took off from Amsterdam 
this morning on resumption of her in- 
tended flight from Germany to the 
United States by way of the Azores, 
and first news received here was that 
she had been forced down near Torres 
Vedras, where she was beached. 

The admiralty, however, later re- 
ported that the Junkers had fallen 
into the sea off Santa Cruz and had 
sent out an § O 8. A warship had 
been sent to search for her in reply to 
the call for help. 

Latest word that the plane was afloat 
caused the hasty dispatch of the pilot 
boat with officials of the German lega- 
tion aboard. 

A heavy sea made it difficult for the 
pilot boat to get near the plane. The 
noted Austrian actress, Lilli Dillenz, is 
a passenger aboard the D-1230. 

Berlin, Oct. 5(A.P.).—The halt of the 
Junkers plane D-1230 at Amsterdam, 
after covering only about 130 miles, 
was explained today as being part of 
the plans of the aviators on their pro- 
jected transatlantic flight. The inten- 
tion of the fliers, it was stated, was not 
to be in too great a hurry on the hop 
from Norderney to Lisbon, but to be 
guided by weather conditions and to 
make intermediate landings wherever 
they seemed advisable so as not to sub- 
mit their motors to a full strain. 

The D1230 is not registered as a 
competitor for the 100,000 mark 
(about $25,000) prize which has been 
offered by the German Aero Club for 
a transoceanic flight. One of the con- 
ditions of this prize is that no more 


than 84 hours may elapse from the de- 
parture from Germany to a landing on 
the American continent.

Shorn of their slugging ability 
by superior pitching opposition that 
limited them to six hits, the New York 
Yankees still were able to fashion 
enough runs to defeat the Pirates, 6f 
Pittsburgh, by a 5-to-4 score, as 41,000 
persons sat in on the first of base- 
ball'’s classic contests at Forbes Field, 

Babe Ruth did not make a home run, 
nor did Lou Gehrig, nor anybody elsé. 
The Pirates themselves can be held to 
account for three of the Yankees’ 
vital tallies. In the course of the ume 
happy third inning, the game wag Joét, 
almost irretrievably, by the Pirates, 
and the Yankees had been staked to 
@ commanding lead. 

The story of the first same of the 
world’s series is a story of the “goats” 
of the game. Chief offender was Earl 
Smith, catcher of the Pirates, who 
muffed a perfect throw and allowed 
Gehrig to score from third base on an 
attempted couble steal in the third 
inning. 


Grantham Aids Yanks 


Another timely contributor to the 
Yankees’ cause was George Grantham, 
Pittsburgh second baseman, who lit- 
erally kicked Koenig’s grounder away 
to start the Yankees’ rally. Anothér 
run can be traced directly to the 
wildness of Remy Kremer, ace of the 
Pirates’ staff, who walked two batters 
in succession in the third inning, 
forcing one all-important run over the 
plate, 

The Pirates waved their bats with 
more vigor than the Yankees, totaling 
nine hits, their effort lost in the col- 
lapse of the Pirates’ defense. The ex- 
pected batting duel between Ruth and 
Gehrig and the Waners failed to ma- 
terialize. Babe Ruth stole the show. 
He hit no home runs nor doubles nor 
triples but he did hit three screaming 
singles, two of which figured in the 
scoring.

Concern Felt Here. 


(Associated Press.) 


Reports that evacuation of Peking by 
the forces of the Manchurian dictator, 
Chang Tso-Lin, might be impending, 


in Shansi Province, caused concern in 
Washington yesterday although they 
were not reflected in official communi- 
cations from the legation in Peking. 

The most recént official reports told 
of the defeat suffered by Chang’s troops 
which had fallen back 20 miles and 
were holding a line 85 miles to the 
west and north of Peking. There were 
no recent official reports of the mili- 
tary situation to the south of Peking. 

Officials familiar with the region he- 
tween Peking and the present battle- 
front to the northwest doubted that 
the Manchurian forces would abandon 
what appeared to be a strong position, 
due to the fact that there are numerf- 
ous tunnels on the only railroad, which 
could be blown up to block the advance 
of any major force. 

Whatever the actual military situa- 
tion may be, however, the possibility 
that Peking itself might become the 
center of fighting occasions grave con- 
cern because of the presence there of a 
considerable foreign colony, including 
many Americans. 

Should‘ the Manchurian troops be 
compelled to surrender the capital, not 
only the United States but all other 
Western countri.s would have to de- 
cide whether to withdraw their diplo- 
matic missions from Peking and to 
urge its evacuation by their nationals 
in order to avoid dangers incident to 
passing of control from one Chinese 
faction to another. 

The forces pressing on Peking from 
the northwest and the south presum- 
ably are those under the leadership of 
Feng Yu-Hsiang, who has been closely 
connected with the Russian activities 
in China, and those under Tang Shen- 
Chi, who succumbed Chiang Kai-Shek 
as commander in chief of the National- 
ist forces of the Hankow group at the 
time of the break Wetween the Hankow 
and Nanking Nationalists.

Public opinion in France, it was 

feared, might be that Lowman’s views 
were those of the Government and 
that consequently the reciprocity argu- 
ment. which the French government 
has been pressing might still be valid. 
Moreover, it was feared. that the 
negotiations which have so far been 
carried on with little animosity mignt 
become sharper if the French should 
take umbrage at what might seem to 
bé a retaliatory message. on Lowman’s 
part. 
The statement sent to collectors of 
customs, signed by Lowman and Cus- 
toms Commissioner Camp, is as foi- 
lows: 


“Appended statement prepared by 
Department of Commerce. showing 
rates of duty imposed by France and 
by Germany on articles mentioned 
therein for your information in con- 
nection with assessment of duty under 
paragraphs 569, 371, 1302, 1563, 1541 
and 1543 of tariff act of 1922. 

“In so far as this necessitates change 
in assessment of duty at a higher rate, 
such change should be made_effective 
only as to merchandise entered for 
consumpiion or withdrawn from ware- 
house for consumption after the date 
of publication of. this letter. Any reduc- 
tion in duty on German goods should 
be made applicable to merchandise 
shipped from Germany on or after 
September 6, 1927.” 

It must be remembered that this or- 
der will not necessarily mean that du- 


ties will be imposed on French goods 
similar to those the French rates im- 
pose cn ours. The additional assess- 
ment will be a proportional one. Nor 
does it mean that increases will be 
levied on all the classes of goods on 
which France has increased her tariff, 
for’ a comparatively small number of 
commodities in the tariff act come under 
the “countervailing” provision, empow- 
ering the Treasury Department to raise 
or lower, in proportion as another state 
does the same. It was also said that 
the financial effect of this ruling would 
probably not be great. 

The list of commodities froy’' Prance 
on which’ rates are to be increased are 
as follows 

Automobile parts, headlights, lamps, 
bicycles, tricycles, motorcycles, acces- 
sories and detached parts of velocipedes, 
wheel rims and bars, tire valves, brakes, 
lubrication devices, saddle springs, 
wheels, board in sheets, pulp, vulcan- 
ized fiber, solid and hollow bricks, ce- 
ment and certain chemical products.

Chamorra Believed Here to 
Learn the Attitude on 
His Candidacy. 


(Associated Press.) 


Secretary Kellogg yesterday assured 
Chairman Borah, of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, that the Ameri- 
can Government not only would super- 


tion in Nicaragua, but also the regis- 
tration of voters in advance of the 
election. 

“Supervision means not merely the 
preservation of oraer at the time of the 
election,” Secretary Kellogg wrote, “but 
a sufficiént control over the prelimi- 
nary steps, including registration, to 
see that everybody entitled to vote has 
an opportunity to register. - 

“In other words, the registration 1s 
vital. We can not, of course, contem- 
plate the holding of an election in 
Nicaragua on the basis of previous 
registration lists. So far as the depart- 
ment and Gen. McCoy (President Cool- 
idge’s special commissioner to Nica- 
ragua) are concerned, this matter seems 
vital to us as it does to you. You may 
depend upon it that every effort will 
be made on our part to eliminate fraud 
and intimidation and to guarantee to 
every citizen of Nicaragua his rights 
in this matter.” 


Is Reply to Borah. 


Secretary Kelloge’s letter was in re- 
ply to one from Senator Borah saying 
he had been advised that the 
majority of Nicaraguan citizens 
were not registered as voters and 
that by “reason of manipula- 
tion heretofore had at some previous 
time in the history of the country, 
registration has not been had to any 
marked extent.” 

Gen. Emiliano Chamorro, former 
president of Nicaragua, who is now in 
Washington, has conferred recently 
with Senator Borah regarding affairs 
in his country, but the senator said 
the matter of supervision of registra- 
tion and election in the Latin-American 
Republic had not been discussed. 

While the foreign relations commit- 
tee chairman would not discuss the 
conference further, it’ is understood 
Gen. Chamorro is in Washington to 
ascertain the attitude of the adminis- 
tration on his own candidacy in the 
August elections. He expects to ,see 
Secretary Kellogg shortly. 

The State Department has been rep- | 
resented as having no intention of | 
even suggesting candidates for the | 
presidency. However, as officials in- | 
terpret the Nicaraguan constitution, 
they believe Chamorro is_ estopped | 
from becoming a candidate because he | 
has been president of his country once 
before. 


ISLAND SEARCH FAILS 
TO FIND DOLE FLIERS| 


Minesweeper Reports Hunt 
750 Miles From Hono- 
lulu by Radio. 


The Naval minesweeper Whippoor- 
will, recently ordered from Perl Harbor, 
Hawaii, to search Johnston Island for 
possible survivors of the Dole flight, 


found no trace of the missing fliers or 
their planes, according to reports to the 
Navy Department yesterday from Rear 
Admiral John D. McDonald, comman- 
dant of the Fourteenth Naval District. 
Pearl Harbor. 

Admiral McDonald said he was in re- 
ceipt of a radio dispatch from the 
Whippoorwill stating a thorough search 
of the island and its vicintiy had been 
completed. The island is approximately 
750 miles from Honolulu on almost a 
continuation of the course from San 
Francisco to Hawaii. 

The Whippoorwill’s officers reported 
the ship was under way on its expedi- 
tion within two hours after receipt of 
orders for the search.

Agrarians throughout the republic can, 
and will, if necessary, form any army 
of 50,000 men to fight for the govern- 
ment. Agrarian leaders say, however, 
that such action will not be necessary, 
as the revolution already is virtually 
crushed; but that Agrarians everywhere 
are ready. to oppose any rebellious 
movement, either by local groups fight- 
ing in their home localities, or supple- 
menting the federal army anywhere 
needed. 


Revolt in 9 States, Is Report. 


Nogales, Ariz., Oct. 5 (A.P.).—The 
Nogales Herald says circumstantial ad- 
vices today from the interior of Mexico 
reported the spread of the rebellion 
against the Calles government to nine 
states, with unconfirmed reports of a 
mutiny in the federal military ranks 
in a tenth state—Chaplias. 

The nine states were given as: 

Vera Cruz, Morelos, Oaxaca, Michoa- 
can, Puebla Jalisco, Eastern Chihuahua, 
Sinaloa and Nayarit. 

Jalisco, particularly, was painted as 
honeycombed with revolt. In this state 
battles, skirmishes or the execution of 
captured enemies of the government 
were reported from. Atontonilco, Porte- 
zuelo, Zapotlandejo, Ameca and Las 
Cruces. 

At Bortezuelo federals reported 18 
revolutionists killed and 52 wounded. 
At Ameca the general in command of 
the federals, whose name was not 
given, was reported mortally wounded. 


Foe of Yaquis Quits Post. 


Gen, Lucas Gonzales, commander of 
federal troops in the southern Bacatete 
district, who has been long in the field 
against Yaqui opponents of the Calles 
regime, is reported to have left his post 
without leave and is listed in official 
quarters as among those hostile to 
President Calles. 

A number were killed, the total not 
given, in street fighting yesterday in 
the Mexican capital, said advices com- 
ing to this border point. 

One of the dead was a nephew of 
Tomas Robinson, congressman from the 
state of Sonora. This was confirmed by 
Guillermo Robinson, brother of Tomas, 
who is Mexican vice consul here, 

Across the border in Nogales, Sonora, 
Senora Maria Tepia de Obregon, wife of 
Gen. Alvaro Obregon, former president 
and again a candidate, was in tears and 
said to be in a highly nervous state. 
Gen. Francisco R. Serrano, another 
presidential candidate, executed by the 
Calles forces in the state of Morelos 
with thirteen of his henchmen, was a 
near relative of Senora Obregon, and 
until Obregon'entered the presidential 
race, a close friend of her husband. 


Men Executed Were Prominent. 


Several of the thirteen who faced the 
firing squad with Serrano, a former, 
minister of war himself, came of promi- 
nent Sonora families, with relatives 
here and immediately across the border. 

Obregon circles in Nogales, Sonora, 
reiterated that Gen. Obregon had 
Pledged the full weight of his infiu- 
ence in support of President Calles in 
crushing any revolt. 

Gen. Pablo E. Macias, new federal 
commandant of the district, announced 
censorship of communication lines into 
Mexico had been lifted. 

Advices received late today were to 
the effect that troops concentrated at 
Ortiz, Sonora, for the prosecution of 
the Yaqui Indian war have been mo- 
bilized and sent south. The destina- 
tion or number of the troops was’ not 
made known.

SOUTH CAROLINA’S SENTIMENTS, 


Can it be that the fear that Congress may 
undertake to enforce other amendments than 
the eighteenth is behind the attitude of the 


Charleston News and Courier, when it directs 
attention to the fact that South Carolina was 
drier under its own constitution than it has 
ever been since the enactment of the national 
dry law? 

‘‘Why should South Carolinians be troubled 
in their hearts about the eighteenth amend- 
ment and the Volstead law?” pertinently in- 
quires the News and Courier, as It directs at- 
tention to the fact that the old bar-room sys- 
tem was destroyed when the State constitution 
was adopted in 1895. ‘“‘The Antisaloon League 
means nothing to South Carolinians. The 
Federal amendment might be blotted out and 
it would be impossible for us to have saloons 
unless we should rewrite our own constitution 
in respect to the manufacture and sale of iIn- 
toxicants.”’ 

And then the great newspaper asks its read- 
ers two more very pertinent questions: ‘Are 
South Carolina prohibitionists unwilling to 
trust themselves? Does this sovereign and 
self-governing State imagine that it can not 
have prohibition unless it be imposed upon 
other States of the Republic?”’ 

Answering itself, the News and Courier de- 
clares that the repeal of the amendment would 
instanfly make South Carolina much drier 
than it is; as dry, indeed, as it was in 1919. 
If this means anything it indicates that so 
far as this spokesman of South Carolina is 
concerned the repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment is highly desirable, as South Carolina 
wishes to be drier than it is. And possibly 
while in a repealing mood Congress may tackle 
some other amendments, the fifteenth, for 
example. 


PROMOTING PAN-AMERICAN COMMERCE. 


American commerce with the countries of 
Latin America has been seriously hampered 
by lack of uniformity in shipping documents 
and consular invoices. That such conditions 
may be materially changed to the ultimate 
benefit of shipper and receiver is expected to 
be the outcome of the meeting to be held at 
the Pan-American Union next week. The 
simplification and standardization of consular 
procedure is the aim sought. At present, it is 
asserted, no 2 of the 21 American republics 
have consular invoices exactly alike. With an 
agreement reached for standardizing such in- 
voices it is believed that the conduct of trade 
between the republics will be materially facili- 
tated, and the service of a technician, which 
is now imperative in the preparation of such 
invoices, will no longer be required. 

This need of uniformity and the adoption 
of a standard form of invoice has been repeat- 
edly urged at previous conferences among the 
representatives of the various republics. A 
standard form of invoice blanks has been pre- 
pared for the conference. The standard form 
has met general approval on the part of indi- 
vidual representatives of the Union, both as 
to the size of the documents and the language 
to be used. 

The same meeting of the Commission of 
Standardization and Simplification, having in 
view the purpose to ‘‘make it easier for all the 
21 republics to do business,” will endeavor to 
eliminate the many sources of annoyance to 
shipping interests occasioned by the lack of 
uniformity in the character of shipping docu- 
ments. The ambiguities of the language of 
many of the forms at present in use, dealing 
with such terms as “‘origin,’’ ‘‘contents,’’ ‘‘de-. 
scription of goods,” ‘“‘weight or quantity” and 
“value,” have long been a source of serious 
friction, which may be removed — dis- 
cussion and general agrecment. 

Ratification of any agreements that may be 
reached will be submitted to the sixth Pan- 
American conference at Havana in January. 


WHAT CAN BE DONE WITH HIM? 


The leper can have no abiding place, except 
among lepers. There are colonies for the con- 
finement of lepers in Louisiana, off the coast 
of Porto Rico, and in the Hawaiian Islands, but 
the men confined within the leprosariums are 
constantly yearning for, other scenes. There 
was the leper Early, for example, who was 


maintained in an isolated house in the District. 


of Columbia, and who broke away from Car- 
ville, La., for the purpose of visiting his family 
in North Carolina. He was absent without 
leave for months before legal precedents could 
be found for returning him to the leprosarium. 

While the Early case has been a constant 
source of legal trouble to several communities, 
that trouble is not to be compared: with what 
is in store for the Federal and State authorities 
in the disposition of another leper, Edward 
Peyton, who in a fight with another resident 


of the Carville institution unfortunately killed 


his antagonist. It is not charged that Peyton 
was guilty of deliberate murder, but he cer- 
tainly committed homicide and is answerable 
for that crime. He can not be sentenced to 
death, and the alternatives are imprisonment in 
some penal institution or acquittal. 

Should Peyton -be found guilty. of man- 
slaughter the authorities will be in a quandary 
as to where he shall be confined to serve his 
sentence, for Peyton can not be confined with 
other prisoners. It may even be considered 
dangerous to bring him to court:for trial. 
Lepers are not wanted, not even by men sent 
out to find them.- 


LENGTH OF ACTIVE LIFE. 


Dr. W. A. Newman Dorland, at the direction 
of the State Welfare Association of Illinois, 
has completed a series of investigations having 
to do with the life span of famous men and 
the age at which genius reaches its productive 
peak. Two of his-findings stand out—that the 
famous men of the past, on an average, died 25 
years younger than famous men of this day, 
and, that the practice of retiring men at 60 is 
a waste of their best brains, — 

Four hundred of the greatest dead were con- 
fi savas in ae ites feed pocuane 
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“found that the. average aiaties peak 1 was 
reached at between 41 years for chemists and 
physicists and 58 years for naturalists and 
judges. Of the living, however, he was unable 
to strike an average age for their best work, 
because the world does not yet feel able to 
decide what is the greatest work of each. This 
much he is able to prove—that if Keats, Alex- 
ander, Poe and others had belonged to the 
present they might have lived perhaps 20 years 
longer to continue doing great things. 

What it would have meant to the world if its 
great men and geniuses had had even five more 
yearg of life! Literature would be enriched 
with countless additional treasures. Art would 
have numbered in {ts possessions masterpieces 
the execution of which was stayed by death. 
Science would be further advanced. Know)l- 
edge would be considerably greater. Five ad- 
ditional productive years added to the lives of 
the great men of the past would have meant 
more to the world of today than can be 
imagined. 

Yet, to look at the other side of the situa- 
tion, how fortunate it is that the life span 
even at this late date has been lengthened! If 
25 years had not been added to the lives of the 
great of today, leaders no longer young would 
not have been spared to do great things. 
Lengthening of the life span is not only im- 
portant to the individual. A longer useful and 
productive life has a potent effect on the world. 
The nations owe a heavy debt to, those whose 
researches and efforts have helped to lengthen 
the span of life. 


YANKEES WIN, 


Under cloudless skies the New York Yankees, 
champions of the American League, yesterday 
defeated the Pittsburgh Pirates, champions of 
the National League, in the first game of the 
world series by a score of 5 to 4. Babe Ruth, 
of the Yankees, and Paul Waner, of the Pirates, 
divided batting honors, each having’ obtained 
three hits. Each team was charged with two 
errors. | 

The closeness of the score bears out the pre- 
diction that this series will be hard fought. 
Yesterday’s game gives New York the mythical 
advantage of having won the opener, consid- 
ered by some persons to be a good omen. Yet 
the Pirates outbatted their opponents by a mar- 
gin of 9 hits to 6, and had they not made er- 
rors at critical plays the score might have been 
different.

LAW VS. COMMON SENSE. 


Another remarkable decision has just been 
promulgated from the office of the Comptroller 
General. In it the Secretary of Agriculture 
has his attention directed to the fact that the 
law requires that all printing for his depart- 
ment must be done by the Public Printer. The 
decision has bearing upon a number of articles 
prepared by scientists of the department and 
published in a technical journal, without any 
compensation whatever to the writers. 

The magazine, at the request of the depart- 
ment, furnished several hundred copies and 
covers, at the cost of presswork and paper. 
But the general accounting office holds that 
this is ‘‘printing’’ under the law, and has there- 
fore refused to approve,payment. The entire 
amount involved is less than $70. The chief 
of the Bureau of Soils, under whose direction 
the authors of the four articles are employed, 
says: ‘‘The type alone could not be set for 
these sums, and the charges represent actual 
cost of paper, operation of press, and the fur- 
nishing of covers, etc., <S near as it can be 
determined. The reprints contain many tables, 
illustrations, etc., conclusive evidence that they 
could not be printed as original documents for 
several times the prices charged the Govern- 
ment.’’ 

The decision of the Ciotkotielier General is 
apparently based upon the assumption that 
the authors must have been paid for their 
services by the magazine that printed the arti- 
cles, which assumption is erroneous, the de- 
partment asserts. It is further pointed out to 
the accounting office that there is nothing in 
the law to prevent scientists employed by the 
Government from diffusing their knowledge 
through technical publications. Copies of the 
entire issues of those magazines might have 
been purchased for the use of the department 
without the disapproval of the Comptroller 
General. Such a course would have involved 
ten tinies the expense, but what has that to 
do with the case?

THE BOTTOM OF THE SEA, 


It is fortunate for the inhabitants of the 
earth that meteors, such as that which hit 
Siberia nineteen years ago, and which has just 
been discovered, generally choose unsettled 
sections for landing fields. The Siberian 
meteor is reported to have destroyed a forest 
fifteen miles in circumference, ' 
landed at the junction of Forty-second street 
and Broadway, on Manhattan Island, some- 
thing less than nineteen years would have 
sufficed ,for the news to have penetrated to 
every corner of the world. 

Doubtless the number of celestial visitors 
that have dropped into the sea far exceeds the 
number that have hit the land. It is impossible 
to ascertain just where “falling stars’ make 
contact with mother earth when their landing 
place happens to be the bed of one of the 
oceans. So it is with earthquakes; but it is 
possible to say positively that at least three 
out of every four of these disturbances occur 
in the seas. Except for the records collected 
on the seismographs, little attention is paid 
to oceanic quakes. 

However, the scientific weld wants to know 
more about the bottom of the oceans and the 
effect of earthquakes upon them. The ocean 
deeps are both cradle and grave for earth 
movements. The United States Coast and 
Geodetic Survey is the offieial investigator of 
earthquakes for this side of the world, and that 

service is of the opinion that a careful study 
of: the sea floor would prove of the greatest 
possible value to seismologists. 

The earth’s last frontier—those regions that 
are three miles or more below the surface of 
the water—seems about to yield its secrets. 
There is a world-wide movement on foot for 
united action by scientific bodies in exploring 
the depths. When that survey is perfected 
the world may know how earthquakes are 
born and raised, and perhaps some scheme can 
‘be concocted for oe when and whore 
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Eastern Son Rising in the West.

Keep enough water in the dish cook- 
ing the meat loaf to allow for gravy. 
When the meat has cooked for suffi- 
cient time remove it to a heated platter, 
leaving the liquor in the baking dish 
Add to this liquor sufficient flour to 
thicken and add hot water in the usual 
, manner, following it with salt and ’pep- 
per to taste. Then add to the gravy 
about two cupfuls of cooked vegetables, 
preferably pea,s, beans and carrots, the 
‘two latter vegetables cut in small dice. 
Heat the whole thoroughly and serve 
around the meat loaf.

Blend 
these with the tips of the fingers and 
then add a teaspoonful of soda which 
is to be dissolved in a teaspoonful of 
lukewarm water and stirred into @ cup- 
ful of buttermilk. Work the ingredients 
together quickly, handling the dough 
as little as possible. Roll out a half 
inch thick and cut with a biscuit cut- 
ter. Bake in a quick oven for about 
twelve minutes.

. , If very clean, fresh milk, preferably 
spasteurized milk, can not be had, most 
‘physicians now advise the use of evap- 
orated milk or milk powder. The ten- 
‘dency is strong to give milk mixtures of

‘between one and twelve months, merely 
‘Varying the quantity at each feeding 
and the number of feedings. It is the 
scpstom to add some sugar or starch to 
‘the milk. This is lessened as the baby

grows Older because, after the fourth 
month, the baby eats some cereal and 
later some bread, and therefore re- 
quires less sugar in the milk mixture. 


The custom is growing of adding 
something sour to the baby’s milk, or 
else of souring with bacilli. Babies re- 
quire some acid in their milk, especially 
in hot weather and in hot climates. 

Dr. M. Marriott used the following 
mixture: 

Brown Karo corn sirup, 6 tablespoons. 

Pure lactic acid, 1 teaspoonful. 

Water, up to 1 pint 


The syrup is diluted with one-half of 
the water. The acid is added. The 
mixture is agitated and the balance of 
the water is added. The mixture is 
kept cold. 


Equal parts of this acid-sugar mix- 
ture and unsweetened, evaporated milk 
are mixed well. <A day’s feeding can 
be mixed at once. The quantity at a 
feeding and the frequency of the feed- 
ings are determined by the age of the 
baby. 

When it is possible to get milk that 
is clean, such milk is used instead of 
evaporated milk, the quantities used 
being changed. As the baby gets older 
less sirup is used. Fruit juice is given 
all the year, and cod liver oil during the 
winter. The method is especially use- 
ful when a bottle-fed baby travels.

2. I have never heard that tame rab- 
bits are subject to wolves. Rabbits 
spread tularemia, a disease which af- 
fects man, but that has nothing to do 
with worms.

Hot Rivalry of Pennsylvania 
and B. & 0. Leaps Out at 
Commissioners’ Hearing. 


BOTH LINES’ BUSINESS 
IS VITALLY AFFECTED 


Proponents of Three Proposed 
Locations Heard, but Must 
« Submit Briefs. 


A controversy between representa- 
tives of the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad broke 
Out late yesterday at the public hear- 
ing on the selection of a new site for 
the Farmers Produce Market. 

Both roads are vitally concerned over 
where the market is to be located after 
it is moved to make way for the new 
Internal Revenue Building. The Penn- 
sylvania has freight yards near the 
water front, in the Southwest section 
of the city; therefore it would like to 
see the market located in the South- 
west. The Baltimore & Ohio has 
freight yards at Eckington, in the 
Northeast section; hence it is just as 
anxious to have the market located 
near that point. 

The advocates of these two sites— 
the Southwest and the Eckington— 
and the advocates of the midcity ‘site, 
at Fifth and K streets northwest, did 
most of the talking at the hearing. 
The District Commissioners will give 
all the groups ten days in which to turn 
in briefs and maps, and they will then 
make & personal inspection of the vari- 
ous sites. They must recommend one 
to Congress by December 10. 


Railroad Sides Presented. 


The squabble between the railroad 
men, while not bitter, was extremely 
earnest. It began when Commissioner 
S. F. Taliaferro, who, with Commis- 
sioner Proctor L. Dougherty and Com- 
missioner William B. Ladue, conducted 
the hearing in the District Building, 
asked for information as to how the 
location of the market would affect the 
different railroads. 

Then began a controversy over rates, 
terminals, circuitous routes and gen- 
eral railroad business that lasted an 
hour, with Attorney Frederic D. Mc- 
Kenny arguing for the Pennsylvania and 
W. I. Bishop upholding the.Baltimore 
& Ohio. Col. Wrisley Brown, represent- 
ing the Southwest Business Men’s As- 
sociation, also took part. He is presi- 
dent of the Potomac Freight Terminals 
Co:, in the Southwest water front, 
which is controlled by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Co. . 

The hearing was adjourned shortly 
after 5 o'clock, after Commissioner 
Dougherty had announced that the 
Southwest group would be allowed an- 
other half hour at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon. 


Pleads for Southwest. 


The hearing was opened by Attorney 
Charles A. Douglas, representing the 
Southwest Business Men’s Association, 
who made an appeal for locating the 
market in the Southwest, on a site 
bounded by Tenth, Eleventh, E and G 
streets. The site, he said, could be pur- 
chased for $300,000, which is only half 
of what Congress has specified might be 

id for one. 

Mee said that the southwest section 
was the logical place to locate the 
market, because of the proximity of 
the freight yards and the fish wharf, 
and because of the fact that. this 
section is fast becoming the main 
distributing center for perishable 
produce. Discussing the. freight yards, 
he said that six railway lines enter 
there, and that, while the B, & O. 
does not utilize the yards now, it 
could have access to them. Another 
advantage, he said, was the nearness 
of ice and refrigeration plants. 

Others who advocated the south- 
west site were as follows: Henry J 
Auth, who supplies 1,000 stores with 
meat products; Franklin Williams, 
Fairfax County, Va., Chamber of 
Commerce; Ralph W. Chilcott, fruit 
grower, Vienna, Va.; Dr. M. E, Church, 
Arlington County Chamber of Com- 
merce; Mark Turner, Forestville, Va.; 
Martin Webb, Annandale, Va.; George 
F. Skinner, a southern Maryland 
farmer; S. A. Golden, District Groceries 
Association, and Walter K. Handy, of 
the Arlington County Civic Federation 
and the Arlington County Chamber of 
Commerce. 


Post Poll is Cited. 


Col. Wrisley Brown recalled that a 
poll conducted by The Washington 
Post indicated that a majority of 
Washingtonians were in favor of 
locating the market in the southwest. 

Mrs. Harvey W. Wiley, wife of the 
pure food expert, represented the 
Twentieth Century Club at the hear- 
ing. She urged selection of the South- 
west site, because, that being the prin- 
cipal point where food is received, pro- 
duce could be sold at a saving to the 
consumer. She said she was opposed 
to separating the produce market from 
the fish market. 

A. J. Driscoll, of the Midcity Citi- 
wens Association, led the group that 
appeared to acvocate selection of a 
midcity site at Fifth and K streets 
northwest. Ths farmers’ market, ac- 
cording to his plan, would be located 
next to the Convention Hall Market, 
which, next to the Center Market, is 
the largest in Washington. The Center 
Market, like the farmers’ market, even- 
tually must move. 


Advantages Are Told. 


The site he advocated, Driscoll said, 
was in the very heart of the city, and, 
therefore, would be popular from the 
standpoint of the housewife. The 
neighbornood, he said, is criss-crossed 
by street car lines, and there are 

- Numerous good motor highways which 
lead to it. Parking space, he said, 
would be ample. 
. Driscoll expressed the opinion that 
the Southwest section was too far 
away, and he thought that locating the 
market there would hurt both the 
dealer and the buyer. He also recalled 

_ that there was a plan to beautify the 
Southwest: water front, and he said 
that he never expected it to become a 
commercial center.

Hayes, in New Letter, Calls 
for Washington Cooperation 
to Bring Settlement.

Seeking an amicable solution of the 
threatened “reciprocity tag. war” be- 
tween the District and the State of 
Virginia, the transportation committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce of Wash- 
ington yesterday adopted a resolution 
“strongly urging the withholding of 
general prosecutions in Virginia or re- 
taliatory tactics by the District” until 
an earnest effort is made to settle the 
controversy. 

Instructed to determine what steps 
should be taken toward a speedy and 
amicable settlement of the dispute and 
then take the matter up with the 
proper officials, a subcommittee was 
appointed yesterday and started to work 
at once, 

The action of the committee was 
taken following consideration of a let- 
ter from James M, Hayes, jr., diréctor 
of the division of motor vehicles of Vir- 
ginia. Hayes in his letter said: 


Conciliatory Letter. 


“Rest assured that nothing. will be 
done which will upset the reciprocity 
relationship between Virginia and the 
District, if the District officials will do 
their part. There are hundreds of auto 
owners living in Arlington County 
who use District tags. These owners 
work in Washington and are not en- 
titled to District tags, and if the traf- 
fic officials of Washington will cooper- 
ate with this department we can soon 
clean this situation up and everything 
will be ‘sitting pretty.’ ” 

The resolution adopted by the com- 
mittee stated that the Chamber re- 
gretted the general misunderstanding 
and confusion which exists in regard to 
the controversy, and continued: 

“Recognizing that the State of Vir- 
ginia has a@ real grievance, but being 
aware also of the grave injustice to 
innocent residents of Washington 
which would result from hasty action 
by enforcement officials acting under 
the opinion of the Attorney General 
of Virginia, this committee strongly 
urges the withholding of general prose- 
cutions in Virginia or retaliatory tac- 
tics by District officials, pending 
earnest efforts to reach some amic- 
able arrangement in the interest of 
both communities.” 


Hayes Maintains Stand. 


Jerome Fanciulli is chairman of the 
transportation committee. 

Hayes yesterday advised the Traffic 
Bureau that all District citizens resid- 
ing, however temporarily, in Virginia 
must buy Virginia tags for their auto- 
mobiles but he left unsettled the 
question as to commercial vehicles. 

Defining what action would be 
taken with regard to commercial ve- 
hicles, Mr. Hayes wrote: “As to com- 
mercial vehicles operated in Virginia, 
if the owner is carrying on business 
in this State, he will have to have_a 
Virginia license. I don’t think this 
will apply to concerns delivering to 
their patrons when a sale is made in 
Washington.” 

District officials declared that they 
regarded Virginia’s reply, in so far as 
it affects commercial vehicles, as “am- 
biguous and not tending to clarify the 
situation.”
